Shanghai, barely released from a sequence of 
sensations, is now in the throes of another. It has 
been caused by the sudden arrest of General Wang 
Ken by the Chinese Bureau of Public Safety.

on the “B" and “C” shares, less 
income tax, for the half-year ended 
in June last, and they now recom- 
mend to the shareholders the, pay- 
ment of final dividends at the ‘same 
rates on the respective classes of 
shares. Out of the profits for the 
year, therefore, after making these 
appropriations, there remains a ba- 
lance of £565,950 0s, 6d. to be carri- 
ed forward, which is slightly more 
than the amount brought in from 
1980. Taking the results of the 
year as a whole, I think that the 
shareholders will jfeel that these 
have been very satisfactory, and 
they would have been even better, 
but for the ‘need of making large 
provision for doubtful accounts. 

All debts known to be bad have 
been written off, either out of the 
profits earned during the past year, 
or out of profits which had been 
set aside in previous years to pro- 
vide for the debts now written off, 
which were then considered to be 
doubtful, and, in addition, all debts 
now considered to be doubtful have 
been amply provided for.

A projected order for something 
like 450,000. standards of Russian 
softwoods at approximately £10 10s.

KNOW? 


Dr. Alingtton and 
Following One’s Taste. 


Speaking to the Eton, Slough, 
and Windeor - branch of, the 
_ Workers’ Educational Association, 
the President, Dr. Alington, head 
master of Eton, said it was very 
‘doubtful whether all the reforms 
and changes which had taken place 
had made us very much wiser than 
we were before and ‘whether we 
wore much better educated than In 
the unreformed days. It was very 
difficult to maintain that boys were 
healthier than in days when they 
knew nothing about sanitation and 
when they did not wash.
